the mouth of the Yalu river was 
-twelve warships and four torpedo 
boats. The Japanese fleet, it is added, 
was -composed of seventeen ships, 
:gome of which were small war ves- 
.sels. The Chinese claim to have sunk 
the Japanese warships Abushima and- 
Yossma and a Japanese 
transport

for reelection, I cannot permit the 
present opportunity to pass without

tho privilege of saying a 


lor's speech: 


I stand here to say to you, Mr. 


Chairman and gentlemen, and to the 
t>»x payers of the state, that this ad- 
ministration has never saved tho peo- 
ple a single dollar. 
On tue contrary, 


the undisputed figures of the public 
records show that it has been charac- 
terized by extravagance and waste 
rather than by care 
and economy. 


Every department of the state govern- 
ment, barring the secretary of state's 
bffioe, has expended more money un- 
fler three years of democratic rule 
than was ever expended by the same 
departments under three years of re- 
publican rule. 
All of the state penal 


and charitable institutions, such as 
'the hospitals for the 
insane, 
the 


schools for the deaf and blind, etc., 
have cost morcunder democratic than 
they ever cost under republican rule.
